Anti Semitism 


“a Vienna for the retewal of the Municipal Council which, 


Vienna, 10 consequence of the dead-lock between anti-Semites and 
| Liberals, was dissolved by the Imperial Government early in 
the year. The campaign is, however, already decided, and nothing that can 


occur to-day will sensibly modify the overwhelming character of the anti- 
Semitic victory. The result is in the bizhest degree deplorable. There is, 
however, nothing in the anti-Semitic triumph which need create a 
panic among the Jews of Austria-Hungary. If the electoral battl: had 


been exclusively and honestly fought out on the Jewish question there 


would be reason for dismay not. only among our Austrian coreligionists, 
but throughout the European Jewry. But it is notorious that the anti- 
Semitism of the Viennese voters is merely a manifestation of the ultra- 
democratic unrest which is now pulsating throughout the Continent, 
whipped into exceptional effervescence by clerical and other reactionary 
elements with which, normally, it has nothing in common, In Austria, 
where the democracy is still very devotedly attached to the Church, 
the orthodox socialistic propaganda has mad: comparatively small headway 
in consequence of its tendency to free-thought. Hence the discontented 
proletariat secking for a standard of plunder of some kind have gravitated 
towards the anti-Semites and Christian Socialists who combine a hatred of 
the rich man with a proper deference to the teachings of the Church. In 
short, the clericals in Austria have captured the democrats. This state of 
things cannot possibly endure. The objects of the leaders of the anti- 
Semitic party are not honestly democratic. They may be ready to cast the 
rich Jew to the lions oi Socialism, but they have not the remotest intention 
of doing the same with the great Christian landowners and capitalists. The 
whole object of the clerical chiefs of the anti-Semitic party is to use the 
rising tide of democracy in Austria to bolster up the Charch, while their 
deluded ‘followers are simply Social Democrats in disguise. 
dangers to the State, which can no more tolerate clerical dictation than it 
can falter with socialistic sedition. The new Austrian Premier will kaow 
how to deal with this double-headed peril. Count Badeni’s experience as 
Governor of Galicia is not li':ely to predispose him favourably towards a party

To this suggestion Signor Crispi replied last Friday, on the 
occasion of the unveiling of the Garibaldi Monument and the celebration of 
the twenty-filth anniversary of the taking of Rome, in a speech which has a 
special interest for Jewish readers, He pointed out that the Church, instead 
of gaining iniluence by the restoration of its temporal possessions, would lose 
it. A temporal prince, he observed, cannot at the same time be holy and 
impeccable. The material arms and legal  violences necessitated 
hy reasons of State would disturb the soul of the head of the Church, and 
stitle all sentiment of veneration for one whose special prerogative it is to 
preach peace and lock after the spiritual welfare of his flock. How abundantly 
this observation has been verified in the history of the Papacy, which was 
never more corrupt than when it was invested with temporal power, we need 
not stay toconsider. The point of Jewish interest which the speech suggests 
is this: that the Jewish Levitical Law amply safeguards against these 
dangers of corruption by providing that the tribe of Levi should be the only 
member of the twelve tribes to have no portion’in the land of Israel... A few 
scattered cities was all that they could count their own. ‘Thou shalt have 
no inheritance in their land, neither shalt thou have any portion among 
them. | 
Israel,” was the emphatic charge to the priests which was to save Israel for 
all time from the curse of priestiy domination. The abuses which had 
sprung up in Egypt from endowing its temples -with rich possessions, and 
constituting its priesthood territorial magnates, served as an object-lesson of 
warning which unquestionably influenced the Lawgiver in the development 
of the Levitical legislation... It has, furthermore, been suggested by the late 
Dr. Benisch, in his Lectures on Judaism, that the silence of Moses on the 
subject of the Immortality of the Soul is to be accounted for on the ground 
that it was feared that the promulgation of such a doctriae would lead to the 
exercise of undue priestly influence. The priest would be found hovering 
around the death-bed of the weaithy sinner, who would be induced to leave 
his possessions to the Temple in the hope of saving his soul from perdition. 


The lesson so obviously taught by the Hebrew Bible has not been lost on~ 


those who were responsible forthe subsequent development of Judaism. 
Thus it comes about that Judaism enjoys the healthy distinction of being 


more free from the domination of priestcraft, with its attendant evils, than 
aby other religious crecd. |

WHEN [8 A JEW NOT A JEW? 


Sir,—I do not propose to follow Dr. Cohn or Mr, Zangwill in venturing an 
estimate as to either the personal worth or the interest to be derived from 
studying the life of Rahel Levin, still less do L irtend to argue whether or no 
an ‘appreciation ” of her should appear in yourcolumns. Thatstory has grown 
a full beard which tells of the Jew traveller who, being treated scurvily by a 
copgregation, expressed the hope, when the usual valedictory blessing was asked 
of him, that they might all be Parnassim, The paper of which the readers are 
allowed with impunity to seiz3 upon the functions of editor—to all be editors— 
would not be long reaching the destination desired by the aggrieved traveller for 
his“ blessed ’ congregation, Your paper, | apprehend, is a purely commercial 
venture like any other unsubsidised medium, and it is your business, and no one 
else's, to determine what shall or shall not appear. As compensation, your 
“readers” have reserved to them the right absolute to buy your paper if it 
interests them, or they think it does, or leave it alone if they don’t want it. 

Tt seems to me necessary to enunciate this prime axiom in journalism. since 
Mr. Zingwill appears profoundly oblivious of any such considerations, With a 
fatuousness that is well-nigh ludicrous, he fastens upon the name of your 
journal, and just because it is called the Jewish Chronicle he says you must 
chronicle all that is Jewish, ‘There used to be a man I knew named Brown. He 
acted up to his name in an extraordinary way. He would wear none but brown 
clothes, bbown boots and a’ brown hat. He went further, and so that, as he 
declared, everyone should know he was Brown, he painted his face that hue— 
poor map,-his funeral started from Hanwell. 

But the real question underlying this Rahel Levin incident is much 
more important than mere personalities, however charming, or mere names, how- 
everapt, It was not his desire to defend Rahel Lavin, nor his anxiety to see 
your paper complete historically that induced Mr. Zingwill to write to you.

THE VENTILATION OF OUR SYNAGOGUES. 


Sirk,—May I utter a strong protest through your piper on tae disgraceful 
conditi n of affairs now existing with regard to the ventilation of our syna- 
gogues in general, and of Bayswater Synagogue in particular.

I am not accustomed, myself, to go to any other synagogue but Bayswater, 
but next year I shall certainly spend the necessary sum to obtain a temporary 
seat elsewhere, and if I find a better state of things existing there, shall at once 
remove my permanent seat from Bayswater, for I feel thatat present it is better 
in every way to stay at home than to worship under conditions which invariably 
lead to a bad cold, if to nothing worse. Why, miy [ ask, arethe windows almost 
always closed the night before a festival, so as to prevent any chance of releasing 
the impure air after the evening service? Why cannot the architects of the 
building distinguish between ventilation and draughts? If others would only 
follow me in protesting agaiast the discomforts caused in this way, perhaps the 
authorities might be tempted to try to ameliorate affairs.

BARON H. DE WORMS. 3 


The Rt. Hon. Baron Henry de Worms, upon whom (it is stated) her Majesty 
has graciously signified her intention of bestowing a peerage, is the third son of 
Solomon, the first Baron de Worms, of Park Crescent, Portland Place, by 
flenrietta, daughter of the late S. M. Samuel, merchant, of London. The head of 
his family is his eldest brother Georg2, Baron de Worms; of Milton Park. He was 
horn in London in 1840, and educated at King’s College, London, of which he 


was elected a Fellow in 1803. Baron H.de Worms married first!y Fanny, daughter 


of Baron von Todesco, of Vienna ; and secondly Sarah, only dauzhter of the late 


Sir Benjamin 8. Phillips,. He was called to the Bar by the Inner Temple in 


1263, and joined the South Eastern Circuit, is Justice of the Peaceand Deputy 


‘Lieutenant for Middlesex, and also in the Commission of the Peace for Surrey 


where his res dence, Henley Park, Guildford, is situated. He isa Royal Com- 
wnissioner of the Patriotic Fund, aud a Fellow of the Royal Society. 

Baron de Worms was elected President of the Anglo-Jewish Associition in 
1273, on the resigaation, through ill health, of its fiest President, Mr. Jacob 
Waley. He retired in May, 1836, in consequence of some debater, in which 
his public appearauce in a church on the oscision of the marriage of his 
daughter was strongly criticised; and he has tiace been but little seen in our 
charitable or religious meetings, His first in‘roduction to the service of the com- 
munity was a8 President of the Borough Jewish Szhools, on the resigaation of 
the late Barnett Meyers, its first President, Biron de Worms is also a life 
member of the General Council of the United Synagogue, having served as 
Treasurer for one year (1872 3), and as Vice-President for two years, from 1831 
to 1883, when he retired owing to the pressure of his Parliamantary duties. 
After other attempts to enter Parliament, he was returned for Greenwich in 
1280, in the Conservative interest, wita which he has always been consistently 
associated. He sat for the suburban borough till 1835, when he was elected for 
the East Toxteth Division of Liverpool, and has held the seat ever since, being 
returned this year with the overwhelming majority of 1,922. Biron H. de 
Worms was Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade in 1835 and in 
1883. He was Under Secretary for the Colonies from 183) to 1892, and was 
made Privy Councillor. In 1887, he was appointed British Pienipoteniiary to 
the International Conference on the Sugar Bounties, and he was President of 
the Conference. He published in 1863 “ Tne Earth and its Mechanism ;” in 1872 
“The Austro-Hungarian Empire ;’ in 1837, “ Kogland’s Policy in the Fist,” and 
in 1887 he edited the English edition of the ‘Memoirs of Count Beust.”’ He 
has always advocated a vigorous and patriotic home and foreign policy,

Year has been singularly lavish of what is usually hailed as almost tie chief of 


blessings, but which may prove to be, or not to be, a blessing, according to the 


. spirit in which it is reccived and employed. There is reported to have b2en an 


increase in the wealth of the general community absolutely without parallel 
within the memory of our generation. Of this wealth a huge proportion hag 
fallen to the lot of members of the House of Israel. The Goddess of 
Fortune who knocks once at every man’s door (on which occasion it 
is well to be at bome to receive her) has  becn battering away 
without pause or intermission at the houses of some of our brethren: nay, she 


_ has followed them abroad, has dogged their every movement, tas waylaid them 


and flung her treasures at their feet. Many poor have become rich, most of. the 
rich have grown richer. It is a little too early to say whether all this is 
an unmixed blessing. The eunshine of prosperity acts differently upon different 
natures, according to their elemental constitution. Under its influence some 
hearts do but shrivel up and turn to the dust from whence they came, others 
expand in unsuspected beauty and put forth a genial luxuriance of blossom and 
fruit. NRuskin remarks of a certain adventurer who kept his hoard of guineas in 
a belt girded tightly around him, and who fell into the sea and was drowre’, 
that it was not so much the man who had hold of the gold as it was the gold that 


had hold of him. Let us hope that none of us will exemplify that deadly 


infatuation. Let us hope that the fortunate ones among us will also have tbe 
wisdom and the grace not to despise the counsel of our sages, and if they want 
to preserve their wealth will “salt it well with the salt of charity.” I, for one, 
refuse to join in the hollow cry that growth in prosperity must mean deterioration 
In character. Prosperity makes the bad man worse; it makes the good man 
better. Visions rise before my mind of multitudes of the sons and daughters of 
Israel not spoiled, but improved, by success; visions of men and women worthy 

escendants of him who vowed, “ Of all thou givest me I will surely give a tithe 
unto Thee”; visions, too, of schools, synagogues, charities, hospitals, no longer 
crippled in their activities for lack of means, but fitted as they never were before 


- to do battle with ignorance, with impiety, with poverty, with misery; visions of the 


efeat and flight of all forces of evil, envy, hatred, malice and uncharitableness;

THE DAY OF ATONEMENT. 


A good deal of pointless satire is annually directed against the multitude of 
Jews whose only visits to the synagogue occur during the first ten days of 
Tishri. The satire is ineffective because its wielders fail to sharpen theif 
weapon on the right edge. For the annual visits to the House of Gop ar 
not in themselves blameworthy. A little of Judaism is better than none, and 
it is surely rot urged by critics of the multitude’s conduct that those who 


| come once a year to pray with their brother Jews would do better to absent 


themselves on that occasion also? Yet this is the logical outcome of much 
that is heard from pulpits, and from the yet louder and more strident V voices 
of those who think themselves born to be the lay censors of their age. Becaut? 
men mostly neglect their religious duties, therefore they should always neglect 
them! We fear that this attitude has often had very dangerous consequenet®’ 
A few weeks back we witnessed a little scene which is typical of a whole class 
of similar mistakes. A. lit a cigar at the authorised time for the conclusion 
of Sabbath, and when he had finished it was about to say his evening pray st 
“ Nay,” interrupted B., “ You must not say them, for you have already ma* 
Sabbath out,” and A. weakly acquiesced. In truth, the strongest welcome 
should be held out to those who most need it. The liturgy of the Day of 
Atonement is never weary of repeating this metaphor, that Gov's band 's 
stretched forth to receive those who show the faintest desire to retura, that He 
is with the far-off, and ever ready to bring them near, that he who comes 1 


4 be purified is purified by Heaven, If Gop does not ance these men of 
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faith and casual religiousnese, man need not be relentless towards-them, A | 


word of encouragement may keep with us many a waverer whom an inconsiderate 
frown might estrange for ever from his ancestral religior. 


But what must be fought to the bitter end is the battle against those 
who, in another sense, make too much of the annual visit to the synagogue 
apd who attribute a magical efficacy to the fasting and to the recital of 
prayers on the Day of Atonement. We fear that these offenders are not 
exclusively to be fsund among the annual visitors. Could we examine men’s 
hearts not a few representatives of the type might be detected in the ranks 
of the most regular synagogue-goers. Now we are quite conscious that the 
foregoing statement, wrenched from its context, might be twisted intw a con- 
demnation of Judaism in every form and shape. ‘0’ we shall not be 
surprised to hear it said by hostile theologians in search of an argument, 
this is the old Pharisaism rampant. Judaism always did worship the letter, 
and the only change that occurs as the centuries roll on is the 
particular letter that it worships. When the Temple stood the 
sacrifices were thought to be all in all, now it is an annual fast 
ard the repetition of a volume or two of prayers. Judaism 
cannot escape from the taint. Ceremonial is its darling, ceremonial is its 
bane. There is only one road to true atonement, and that road does not lie 
through the synagogue.” We cite this argument because it is as common as 
it is ridiculous. We venture to maintain that when you step outside the 
synagogue, you step not out of but into the realm of letter worship, at least 
s) far as concerns reconciliation of the sinner with his God. Judaism is the 
only religion that does not make Atonement a mere formula. .A pamphlet 
of many pages was recently published to refute an article on the Atonement 
in which we expressed our views a year or two back. But the pamphlet 
admitted that the first step towards Christian Atonement was an expression 
of belief, the acceptance of a formula, which has become a fetish, an object 
of letter-worship more injurious to honest, robust morality than the most 
misused and most misunderstood ceremony that has ever prevailed among 
Jews. In sober truth the history of the Day of Atonement is the very 
strongest possible proof that Judaism, not Christianity, has the Spirit of 
Gop in its safekeeping. Atonement in the Church became more and more a 
dogma as the ceremonial of the synagogue became ever simpler and more 
spiritual, Sacrifices went, and no ceremonial took their place; this in itself 
is astriking vindication of Judaism against the supposition that it could 
only thrive by outward act. Few sayings are quoted and applied more 
repeatedly in later Rabbinical literature than the famous adage which 


concludes the treatise Menachoth—the section of the Mishnah in which the 
sacrificial laws are treated : ‘“‘ He that brings few offerings is as he that 


lrings many, let but his heart be directed heavenward.” 


We cannot put the conclusion to be derived from such passages better 
than Mr. CLaupz Monreriore has done it in his Hibbert Lectures, “It 
is characteristic of the Rabbis that they chose for the prophetic lesson upon 
the morning of the Atonement Day, the fast par excellence of the entire 
year, the fifty-eighth chapter of Isaiah, in which the true fast is declared to 
consist exclusively in moral well-doing ; and upon the afternoon the Book 
of Jonab, in which they were well able to point out that Gop spared Nineveh, 
not because the people fasted and covered them with sackcloth, but because 
they turned from their evil way and from the violence that was in their 
hands. Dr, Epgrsugim—no friend of the L.w and the Rabbis—declares 
in hig commentary that the sentiments of a certain passage from Sirach 


‘seem almost to have become proverbial in Jewish theology.’” And what is 


this passage from Sirach? Itis a passage to which several parallels may be 
found in the Talmud and oth:r Rabbinical writings, and runs thus: ‘“ He 
that washes himself because of a corpse and touches it again, what avails 
him his washing? So itis with a man who fasts for his sins, and goes 
again and does the same. Who will hear his prayer, and what avails him 
his humbling”? It is in life-long conduct not in self-afiliction for a few 
hours that atonement consists. We would not warn off the indifferentists 
from the synagogue because they come but rarely. We would make the 
best use of their attendance, and would make them know what Gop asks of 
them : a sturdier morality, a finer sense for honesty and uprightness. Many 
observers detect with sad misgiving the symptoms of a world-wide epidemic 
of anti-Semitism, How are we to meet it? everyone is asking. The 
“uswer is: We shall meet the attack, and turn the curse into a blessing by 
ving the Jewish life more fervently, more completely, more habitually than 
We have done in recent years. We shall again force the world to come to us 
for its lessons of righteousness if we be trae to our mission and to our past. 
aves of Jew-hatred ebb and flow, but the yearning of the world for the 
truths taught by Judaism can never abate. And these truths are nowhere 
more clearly exemplified than in the essential moral which the Day of 
‘Mtonement has to teach, that ‘neither ceremony nor formula, neither ritual 
nor dogma can save, but through Righteousness lies the only road to Gop,

Uur age will constitute a oritical,a supreme epoch in the long history of 
Israel. To-day the prophecies of the seers are at last approaching their fulfil- 
ment, and Israel is really being scattered to the ends of the earth. We are 
witnessing a new diaspora, the great and final dispersal. 


_The tree of Israel, the ancient vine of Judab, transplanted to the Sarmatian 
plains, has again been rudely shaken by the blast of persecution ; its bracches 


have fallen and its seeds have blown afar, over the hills and across the deserts 
and oceans. 


As in earlier times, the wrath of their persecutors is forcing Jews and 
Judaism into countries where the Sabbath-lamp has never yet been lighted. The 
spectacle witnessed during the Renaissance and at the end of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, in consequence of the edicts of Isabella of Castile—the exodus of a people 
driven forth, without means of existence, from the land of its ancestors becauss 
it clung to the faith of its fathers—this spectacle diegraces the closing years of 
our nineteenth century, in consequence of the ukases of a Russian Ozar, 


What will be the verdict of history as to the effects upon Judaism of the 
harsh policy of Alexander I[I,? Possibly in years to come, when the tears of 
her exiles and their present sufferings shall be forgotten, the historians of [sras] 
may affirm that the Russian autocrat contributed, more than any other man, to 
the expansion and renovation of Judaism, | 


The Jews who are driven from Slavic soil by the law or by their own 
verty, are forced to begin a new life under kindlier skies and in freer lands. 
hey are torn from the old Jewries where, closely herded together, they had 

barely air enough to breathe; and this painful expatriation may well prove of 
equal benefit to their souls and their bodics. 


The majority of these exiles have gone to Amzsrici, and especially to the 
United States. To their brethren already established batween the Atlantic and 
the Pacific this sudden influx of a whole people, in the main poor and igoorant, 
who demand from them shelter and support, must indeed prove a very heavy 
burden, The Jews of the United States have been confronted here with an 
enormous task, to which, however, they have stown themselves equal. Fortu- 
nately, the most trying years seem to be over. The accession of the young 
emperor, Nicholas II., to the throne of Russia gives rise to the hope of some 
mitigation of those antiquated laws which, under Alexander ILL, hac furnished 
official intolerance with the means of hypocritical persecution. The stream of 
emigration, whose volume is already lessening, will probably slacken. It will not 
wholly cease, for free America will long continue to attract the victims of 
persecution, | 


I, for one, do not believe that the United States ought to view this Jewish 
immigration with any disquietude; [ cannot see what there is to fear from it. 
Among all the races and nations that have furnished the United S:ates with 
colonists and have thus helped to advance its marvellous growth, I can fiad none 
more intelligent or more industrious ; nor can I find any that is more capable of 
assimilating American civilisation and of introducing intoita useful compatition. 

I am told that one of the charges brought against the Jews of America is that 
they frequently manifest leanings toward socialism ; or rather toward anarehism. 
This may be the case with miny Russian and Roumanian Jews —we have soms 
in Paris who show such tendencies—but the fact is due less to the racial 
character of the Jews than to the conditions under which they have long been 
forced to live in Europe, and to which they are still subjected in Russia and 
Roumania. If Lassalie and Karl Marx were the prophets of German socialism, 
one of the causes of thoir revolt against the old social order lay in the sort of 


life which that order imposed upoa the sons of Israel, even in Germany. 


is still more evident in the case of the Jews who have been infected in Russia 
by the germs of nibilism and anarchy, The Jew of the old secladed Jewry 
isx—as I have shown in this 
the past twenty or twenty-five years, a certain number of young 
Jews and Jewesses have joined the ranks of the nihilists, if some of 
them have been concerned in the conspiracies against the person or the authority 
of Alexander II. and of Alexander III. thisis due to the social conditions 
imposed on the Jews by the Russian laws. This I think I have conclusively 
proved, both in my present volume and in my larger work: “ The Empire of 
the Tsars.’ 

Only the most systematic vexations and humiliations could have sroused 
the children of Abraham to this spirit of revolt, to these political conspiracies, 
so opposed to Jewi-h ideas and traditions. A further proof of this, which 
ought to appeal to the mo:t furious anti-Semites, is that ia Russia conspiracy 
can lead to nothing, as yet, but transportation or the gallows. 

Moreover, I have often noticed that all the Israelites implicated in political 
trials were what I call “de-judaized” Jews—that is to say, Jews who 


have renounced the beliefs and practices of Judaism. It was Christian . 


contagion that gave the Jews their revolutionary ideas. Soms of the 
Jewish emigrants from Russia and other parts of Europe have been obviously 
degraded and corrupted by centuries of oppression. Many years—perhaps one 
or two generations—will be needed to raise their moral plane, to imbue them 
with a sense of honour and a mo It is a great mistake to believe that this 
mortal uplifting can be facilitated by detaching them from their religion. Oa 


the contrary, the least praiseworthy Jews that I have met have generally been — 


“ de-judaized” Jews, those who had ceased to observe the Mossic law. Tee 


‘Jew—such, at least, is my opinion—stands in even greater need of religious sup- 


port than the Christian ; and, as a rul-,he can fiod that sapport only in the faith 
of his fathers. There are, indeed, Israelites who become converts of Christianity. 


But, in order to be morally efficacious, such conversion should be genuine and — 
disinterested. Its object should be to find favour, not in the eyes of society or 


of man, but of God. Now, it is well knowa that such true conversions are rare, 
and this ac:ounts for the fact that the baptised Jews are often the least 
commendable. 

I must confess that, in many cases, the Christian missionaries are to blame. 
They are too often satisfied with purely external, nominal conversions, and, for 
the winning of souls they too often employ means that are neither holy nor 
honest. I have been told that there are missionaries—maioly of the Protestant 
faith—in London, New York, and the East, who angle for Jewish souls with the 
coarse bait of worldly benefits, tiking unfair advantage of the 
abandonment, and loneliness of immigrants driven out of their country by want 
or persecution, to lead them to the Christian font. Toese conversions by sedac- 
tion, if I msy venture so to call them, are not a whit less odious than 
conversions by forca. Such proselytising is unworthy of the Christian ministry 
and is a disgrace to the churc eho“ encourage it. It can result only in making 
bad Christians and in educating bad citizens. 

1 need say little, in addressing my English-speaking readers, of the fear 


entertained by some persons that the Jewish new-comers are likely tc m.nepo- 


lise the national wealth. Although such apprehensions are quite common among 


imple souls of the old world, I do not imagine that they hav. crossed the ~ 
the Atlantic. Englishmen and Americans too much faith in. 


themselves to sbare such visionary fears, However great may be the 


bock—essentially conservative.

' their great Republic. If I have ventured to speak of ths “ Americanising ” of 


odern society, it is simply becauss the typical characteristics of democratic 
ind acirial society were first revealed in the United States, and have there ae 
developed on a larger scale than in any other country. This form of o— 
organisation, new to history, is gradaally becoming dominant in all parts of the 
old world, as well asin the new. If it has its advantages, it has also its faults, 
which we are all in duty bound to strive to correct. The ascendancy of material 
interests, the greed for money, the frantic race tor wealth, are the most deplor- 
able characteristics of our modern iadastrial and democratic society. These are 
not social characteristics; they are pecaliar neither to the Yankee nor to the 
Jew, although they sometimes seem to be most pronounced in the Jew and the 
Yankee, They are the result of our social conditions, and it is not by proscribing 


any particular race or any particular faith, but only by appealing to moral forces 


and by bringing all such forces to their highest development, that our modern 


democracies can escape from the practical materialism that threatens to engulf 
them. |

MURDER OF A JEW IN VIENNA. 


An unfortunate incident occurred in Vienna on Wednesday afternoon, the 
18:h inst,, which resulted in the murder of an aged Jew, named Israe! Meisel 
Popular report assigns anti-Semitism as the motive for the crime, but while this 
cannot as yet-be clearly proved the facts of the occurrencs are undisputed. 


. Meisel, who was 77 years old, was a hawker and also a subordinate official in a 


synagogue at Hernals, On the afternoon in question he had an altercation in 
the street with a man, who gave hima bl w in the stomach, and then seeing him 
fall to the ground unconscious immediately fled. The poor man was carried 
into a neighbouring house, and died in less than half-an-hour without having 
been restored to sensibility, Whether anti-Semitism bad anything to do with 
the unfortunate occurrence or not there is no doubt that the outrage has been 
hailed with satisfaction by the anti-Semites, who are jubilant at their successes 
in the Municipal Elections, When the corpse was removed from the house, a 
great crowd which had assembled gave loud vent to its approval of the crime 
and to strings of those insulting epithets which the anti-Samites have coined, 


The murderer was arrested on Thursday afternoon by means of a descrip- 
tion given to the police by two persons who witnessed the first meeting between 
him and Meisel, He isa young man named Joseph Lutzik, and is a tailor's 
assistant at present out of work, liviog at Hernils, Lutzak, who has an 
emaciated and sickly appearance, gave h’s version of the cccurrenc2 at the 
police-station, Unfortunately his story cannot immediately be contradicted, as 
Meisel is dead and no one has come forward who witnessed the actual encounter 
which led to his being killed. Lutzak declares that he belongs to no political 
party. Ho is neither anti-Samite, Liberal, nor Socialist. He siys that he met 
Meisel, who was a stranger to him, in the Ortliebgasse, and that through 
an accidental circumstance some remarks were exchanged. High words ensued 
necessitating the intervention of a police-constable who was near the spot and 
who separated the disputants. Lutzak went away in the direction of Ottakring 
to go home. After a short time he left his abode and passed through the 
Taubergasse, where he wished to make a purchase.

THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS IN VIENNA 


The wide-spread and unchecked terrorism exercised on the Minds of 4, 
municipal electors in Vienna by the coalition of Reactionaries, Christian S, . the 
and anti-Semites, the enormous sums which have been poured out like 2clalista, 
the campaign against Jews and capital, and the universal diseatisfaction ita 
ing among the artisan class and the small tradesmen—all these factors 2 
have practically resulted in the capture of the Municipal Counc] by th ined 
Semites. The party has triumphed ail along the line. Even the inner cit a8 
heart of the capital and the citadel of its intelligence, has not altogether, the 
stood the onslaughts of the enemy. Already the anti-Semites have ried 
victorious in 78 out of a total of 138 seats, thus giving them a clear wna; a 
and it is quite within the range of possibility that when the elections a ea 
pleted they will have obtained the t-vo-thirds majority which wil] place . 
entire machinery of the Council in their power, even should their Liberal 
opponents abstain. It is not surprising, therefore, that the situation jg viewed 
with extreme alarm by the better classes in the city, wuo believe the movement 
to ba as much directed against property as against tite Jews, and it jg whol] 
distasteful to the Government. But we cannot altogether acyuit the rib aes 
ment of blame. Of what avail are the Emperor-King’s frequently reiterated 
assurances of his goodwill towards his Jewish subjects, when the anti-Semites 
are permitted to commit excesses with impunity, and to utter violent language 
against the Jews, such as in Germany, the cradle of anti-Semitism, is now sternly 
repressed and punished ? The culpability of the Government is proved by the 
circumstance that civil service officials, who are forbidden ‘to mix themselves y 


in party politics, actually went to the polling stations in their official costumes 


wearing the anti-Semitic token in their buttonholes. The anti-Semitic triumph 


may have far-reaching consequences throughout the country, which the Govern. 
ment may bs powerless to prevent, even should they resort to the extreme 
measure of replacing the new Council by an Imperial Commissioner. {n the 
immediate present we may expect from the majority the dismissal of all Jews in 
the employ of the Municipality. What further use they will make of thei 
strength time alone can tell. | 

The jubilation of the anti-Semites has been expressed by their leaders at mest 
ings held since the opening of the campiiga. Oa Wednesday night, the 18h, 
they celebrated their victories in a large music hall in the suburbs of Vienna. 
Dr. Lueger, the leader of the pirty, and presumptive future Burgomaster of 
Vienna, d2clared that he had received congratulations from all pirts of the civilised 
world, and that he would not rest until every Jew had been exciudad from 
the Municipal Couacil, the Diet and the Imparial Parliament. At ths sama meet- 
ing Dr. Gessmann complained that there was scarcely a Christian Professor left 
in the University of Vienna, and that unless some decisive step were takea, 
Christians would soon be excluded from the study of science. On Monday night, 
Dr. Lueger delivered another speech. He declared that the Christian population 
of Vienna had utterly routed their enemies, who would never again be able to 
raise their heads. ‘The whole world regarded the contest with interest, being 
curious to know whether the inhabitants of the city were able to decide theirown 


fats and tell strangers that they would no longer ba allowed to interfere in their | 


affairs. He was convinced that the anti-Semitic movement would put an end to 
Jewish social democracy, and that the workers would finally recognise that only 
by unitiog with the whole Christian population was it possible for them to secure 


an improvement of their lot. The voice of the people would bs heard above the 


voice of party announcing that Christian Austria desired to be governed according 
to Christian principles. ti | 

Some well-nigh incredible reports are current of the doings of the rank and 
file among the anti-Semites. A Jew entered a tavern where, .unfortunately for 
himself, only anti-Semites had assembled. They surrounded him and grossly ill 


‘treated him. Night is made hideous in the streets by chains of drunken people 


staggering through the streets, bawling “ Vienna is free of the Jews!” “ Vienna's 
new-born!” It is even stated that at Dr. Lueger’s meeting on the 18th, the news 
was brought of the killing that afternoon of the old Jew, Isaac Meisel, and was 
received with enthusiastiz applause. | 

We have already spoken of the participation of Government officials in th: 
polla in favour of the anti-Semites. These have largely contributed towards the 
victory of that party. They are badly paid and discontented, and consequently 
ready to fly to those who promise to better their condition. Au fowl they would 
not seem to have been hostile to the Jews, but the same cannot be said of the 
Catholic Clergy, who carried on their agitation on behalf of the anti-Semites, 4 
such, with fanatical energy. It wis under their influence that a large proportion 
of the teachers at public schools gave their votes to anti-Semites, although it was 
the Liberal movement in Austria which improved their position, and increas 
their numbers. 


Absolute panic reigns among the Jews, as they fear that they will be made 


the victims of a general persecution. They could not better play into the hands 


of their enemies; their chief hope should centre in the quarrels which are report 
to have already broken out in the anti-Semitic ranks, and the question has alrea J 
been asked as to how long Prince Alois Liechstenstein and Dr. Lueger, the respe 


tive leaders of the Aristocratic and Democratic sections of the party, will be able 


to keep their motley followers under control.

A RABBI'S OPINION ON THE DIVORCE OF HENRY VIII. 


The French judge whose utterance has become a proverb, used to ask at 
every complicated trial, Ou est la femme. The question which the Jewish anti- 
quarian puts to himeelf when reading about any great historical event, especially 
when it is of a theological character, is Ov est le Juif? The Jew must be-some- 


where. He stood as godfather to the two greatest religions of the world; he | 


disputed with the F..thers of the Church, he watched with interest the great Arian 
dispute, he resented the celibacy of the Clergy, he influenced Thomas Aquinas, he 
held religious controversies in almost every court of Europe; and when the Refor- 
mation came, he lent a supporting hand to Luther's work in translating the 
Bible. it would almost be a miracle, then, if the Jew had kept quite aloof from 
the divorce question of Henry VIII., which stirred up the whole theological world 
of Christendom. The case must the more uave excited the interest of the Jews, 
as the controversy turned about one of their oldest institutions which was 
denounced by one party as immoral, and as bordering on incest. Thus, the Jews 
could not remain indifferent lookers on, and their participation in this great 
theological discussion is shown by a document, which is published in the 
current number of the Revue des Etudes Juives, taken from a manuscript in 
the British Museum (Arundel, 151). 


The MS., among other letters an] documents relating to this divorce 
case, contains also this Hebrew epistle. It was written in Modena on the 
30th January, 5290 a.m. (==1530), by R. Jacob Raphael Peglione, and addressed 
to Messer Franciscanus Cortus (-= Carthusian friar, or Francis of Curte) who 
solicited the Rabbi’s opinion about the matter. The contents of the letter may 
be summarised as follows : 


A distinguished priest, Messer Franciscus Cortus, asked the Rabbi to tell him 
his opinion with regard to the verse in Leviticus xviii. 16, whether this command- 
ment implies the prohibition only in the case when she (the brother's wife) was 
divorced, or her husband had died and left children. But if he dies without 
children, then has his brother the duty to marry his brother's widow, as com- 
ianded in Deuteronomy xxv. 5-10? Or whether this prohibition (in Leviticus) 
includes every case, and if not for the distinctive commandment in Deuteronomy 
concerning the Levirate marriage, should it be said that the marriage with the 
deceased brother’s wife can never take place? The writer of the letter 
answers that, according to the Rabbis, there is no commandment in the 
Torah which was not given to Moses on the Mount Sinai, whether such 
commandment occur in Gengsis (as for instance the Jaw prohibiting the 
eating of the sinew, Genesis xxxii. 33), or whether the commandment 
appears in Deuteronomy, and is not to be found in the preceding books, 


It is thus actually of no practical importance where the law commanding ' 


the Levirate marriage is written. But even if the command were not given in 
Deuteronomy, we may be sure that we would have had some traditior modifying 


the prohibitive law in Leviticus and confining it to the case where there was issue. 


from the first marriage. For there are many commandments in the Torah whose 
explanation and the way of application was left to tradition, and in this 
case there would have b2en the more reasoa for trusting tradition, as we hava a 
precedent of Judah who said to his son: ‘G@) in unto thy brother's wife and 
marry her” (Gen. xxxviii. 8). Indeed, the Rabbis said that Judah was the first to 
full the law of Levirate Marriage. It would, in fact, seem that Levirate Marriage 
was a matter customary before the Revelation on Sinai, as R. Moses ban 
Nachman has explained that alro.dy the very early sages knew the great import- 
ance of thislaw. It is clear, as Prof. Kaufmann remarks, that this decision was 
quite unfavourable to Henry VIII.’s proceedings. 


This letter would bear a much wider commant than that we have given 
here. As will bs seen from the references given in the Bibliography which 
forms vol. 2 of the publications of tha Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibition

WORSHIP.

_ Everything in the minor scale. This is the kaynote of the services for the 
children of the members of the Great Synagogue, which are beld in the Hall of 


the synagogue on the New Year and Day of Atonement, and which have now. 


become an annual fixture. They were first instituted as an experiment towards 
solving the ever-present problem of decorum (or the absence of it) in the syna- 
gogue. Whether they have improved the decorum is neither here nor there ; 
suffice it to say that the boys and girls look forward to the services, are anxious 
to attend, and, on the whole, are devout and well-behaved. : 

It may here be advisable to endeavour to justify the remark made at the 
outset of this article. The reader already koows that the congregation is 
juvenile and somewhat diminutive in size, if not in numbers; furthermore, the 
services are conducted by senior students of Jews’ College, those officiating 
this year being Messrs. W. Levene (alsoof Aria College) and I. Cohen, the latter 
of whom acts as Baal Tokeah. The prayers also are judiciously pruned so as not 
to weary the children, and these arrangements, together with other details, all 
combine to knit the worshippers into closer harmony with the service. The 
ineradicable and interesting inclination of children for diminutive editions of all 
the possessions and pursuits of the ‘ grown-up” is here fitly administered to, and 
there can bo no doubt in the mind of the ot server that an eminently satisfactory 
result is thus obtained, | | 

Nor can Mr. H. G. Meyer, who superintends, and the small army of ladies 
and gentlemen who assist him, claim the sole monopoly of contributing their 
services “ for the good of the cause.” A contingent of lads from the Sabbath 
Classes held at the Jews’ Free School, under the leadership of Mr. I. Goldston, 
have attended this year for the first time to act as choristers, and have led the 
reinainder of the childrep, with their lusty young voices, in the singing of the 
time-honoured New Year melodies. Be it said to the credit of the youthful 
choir that the knowledge of the tunes gained by attendance at synagogue is 
largely responsible for the accuracy of the singing. 

Tke services commenced On Thursday and Friday mornings at eight, and 
terminated, shortly before those in the Great Synagogue, at a little after noon. 
An interval of ten minutes is allowed to the children towards the middle of the 
service for a breath of fresh air, and very little time is wasted in getting the 
flock again into their normal quiet condition. Short addresses were delivered by 
the ministers, to which the congregation listened earnestly, appreciating to the 
full the parables employed by the speakers, to bring into the domain of every- 
d.y life the divine messages which they endeavoured to teach, The services 
held every year must act as a powerful factor towards the adherence of the 
future generation to synagogue worship. . D. H. A.

From a little after six o'clock on Thursday and Friday morning—the first 
and second day of New Year—until ten o'clock or later, there was to be 
seen a continuous stream of well-dressed people wending their way up the 
Whitechapel Road, and past Mile End Gate. They were of course making for 
the Great Assembly Hall which, with his usual kindness, Mr. F. N. Charrington 
places at the disposal of the United Synagogue for the services 
Year and the Day of Atonement. The Hall having just been decorated, it pre- 
sented 4 brilliant appearance. This being the third year that these services have 
been held, your readers will not need to be told that they drew crowded congre- 
gations. The ny must have become quite accustomed by. this time to 
hear of as many people being turned away for lack of space as would fill all the 
other synagogues in London. The numbers were even greater this year than ever 
before. On the first day not only were the Hall and all its annexes crammed to 
suffocation with some 8,000 worshippers or more, but several thousands had to be 
refused admission. This was particularly the case at the afternoon service. It took 
one gentleman a quarter of an hour to carve his way through the throng from the 
door to the platform. On the second day there were not so many, but the entire 
Hall, with its three galleries and its spacious vestibule, was filled to repletion. 
Standing on the upper platform, which itself accommodates as many worshippers 
as would fill an ordinarily-sized synagogue, one could see nothing but a vast sea 
of heads. Below, it stretched from the foot of the platform right out into the 
Mile End Road ; above, it rose tier upon tier till it reached the very ceiling. Not 
even Spurgeon’s Tabernacle in its palmiest days ever attracted such wonderful 
gatherings. | 

It is two years ago since I attended these New Year services, on which occa- 
sion I was so struck by the novel spectacle, that I described it at full length in 


these columns. If anythiog [ was ever more impressed this year than formerly. 


One well-known communal worker who visited it for the first time was moved 
to tears over the scene, and well he might be. The mere collection of 8,000 
persons in a building is a moving sight in itself. But when such a gathering is 
occupied in following a solemn liturgy with awe-struck devotion, shouting the 
responses with deafening acclamation, rising and sitting as one man, many of 
them covering their heads with their Tallis and swaying themselves to and fro 
with ecstatic fervour—he must be a callous person indeed who can survey such 
a scene with indifference. One very pathetic circumstance attracted my notice. 


. In the congregation was a young man, who, having recently lost his wife, brought 


his baby child with him to synagogue. In his one hand he held his precious 
charge, with the other he turned over the leaves of his bulky prayer-book, which 
he rested on his knees. The little baby was quietly munching an apple, while 


the father’s attention was completely absorbed in the reading of PIN 73N3}, 


At Christ's Church, Westminster Road, they have a creche in the basement where 
poor mothers wishing to attend church can leave their children during service. 
Something of the kind might be undertaken in connection with one or two of our 
places of worship on the principal festivals. | 


The women’s gallery, too, had an interest all its own. It was crammed as 
full as it could ba, the overflow of female worshippers having to be accommo- 
dated in the top gallery. If all who presented themselves had been admitted, 
they would have tilled the second gallery as well, but this had to be given up to 
the men. Some of the women appeared not quite as familiar with their prayer- 
books as the other sex, and had to apply to the stewards from time to time to show 
them the place ; but this was only when the reader happened to skip a page or 
two, some of the less important Piyutim having to be excised in order to bring 
the Service within a reisonabie length. When there were no omissions they 
followed easily enough, and their devotion was touching to witness. I was glad 
to see that the Sunday Times, which is not too well-disposed to the foreign Jews, 
has called attention to their being so well-dressed, and remarks that “there were 
no signs among them of that squalid poverty that we are accustomed to look for 
in the Alien Immigrant.” Indeed the women were quite smart, and the 
bright colours which they affected—there was a complete absence of black— 
were quite in keeping with the brilliant colouring of the building. What a 
contrast to the poverty-stricken untidiness of women of the same class in other 
communities... | 

Your readers may not be aware how the Assembly Hall is constructed. It 
is on the same plan as the Metropolitan Tabernacle at Newington Butts. There 
are two galleries running right round the bailding, and an upper smaller gallery 
at the entrance end. At the opposite end there are two platforms—a lower 
platform for use on ordinary occasions, with steps leading down to the ground 
floor, and an upper platform, connected with the outside staircases, which is 
brought into requisition on special occasions. The ground floor is entirely filled 
with seate, all of which face these platforms. At these-Services the lower 
platform is utilised for the Ark and the Wardens’ seats. The Reader's Desk is 
on the upper platform. The Reader is thus able to face the entire congregation 
without turning his back to the Ark. Would not an arrangement of this kind 
solve the difficulty on which a correspondent commented in these columns a few 
weeks back? Instead of placing the Ark and Reading-desk on the same 
platform, and the one in front of the other, the Ark might be placed on the 
ground floor, and the Reading-desk immediately above it. A great saving in 
space would be effected, as the entire ground floor could be covered with seats. 


he reckless waste of space in our priseat mode of constructing synagogues is 


slmost painful to contemplate, 


The service commenced each morning at seven and terminated on the first 
day at noon, and on the second day twenty minutes earlier. The afternoon 
service on the first day commenced at five, and after a jargon discourse, which 
lasted nearly an hour, was followed by the evening service. As in previous 
years the various sermons were preached, and the services were priocipally son- 
ducted, by the Rev. Mr. Schewzik, of Judith College, Ramsgate, whose zeal for 
his East End brethren has lost none of its fire since he first undertook these 
services for the United Synagogue, and whose influence over them is perhaps 
greater than ever. With the exception of the afternoon sermon, the discourses 
were short and all in English, two being delivered each day, one before the 
Shofar and one before Musaph.

Referring to their Rus 
said that many of them had fled from Russia because the only 
they could purchase immunity from persecution was the adoption of th 
dominant religion of their country. Tn this country, too, they were subjected to 
a petty persecution of adifferent kind. Here also conversionists sought them 
out, and with too amiable a solicitude for the welfare of their souls, tried to wean 
them from their ancestral faith. Though they were not forced, as in Russia, to 
accept the alternative of baptism or exile, if they were not strong in their faith 
and ever on the alert to defend it, they might succumb to such efforts, for it 
was always more difficult to resist kindness, even if only pretended than 
brutality. They had attended on both days in their thousands. Would they 
come in the same force on the morrow? He knew it was a great thing to ask 
poor working-men to do—it meant for many of them four daya of continuous 
cessation from work. But they had already made so many greater sacrifices for 
their religion that he felt sure they would not grudge this one also. Would they 
come? “Yes,” was the burden of a numerous response, which was amply 
realised when the morrow came. ‘These services were free. But he did 
not wish them to accept them as a surt of charity. He would like 
them to show that they considered themselves bound to make some sort 
of return, and therefore he would, during the ensuing week, make 4 
collection among them for the London Hospital. By presenting to this charity 
a substantial sum, they would not only be doing a benevolent act, but they would 
do something to check the anti-alien agitation which was rife in their midet, for 
they would prove to their fellow-citizens that the Russian Jew could not merely 
receive benefits, but likewise bestow them. Indeed it was in their power to live 
down the anti-alien movement, by. showing themselves patriotic citizens and 
useful members of society. His sisters, too, should take their share in all works 
of mercy. They were in the habit of contributing Scrolls of the Law and 
working garments for them. There was already a superabundance of these 
things. If they could imagine that the Law was endowed with the faculty of 
speech it would surely address them in some such words as these: ‘I appreciate 
your pious motives, but it is not by multiplying copies of me, and decorating me 
with rich ornaments, that you can best honour me. You will show your loyalty 
to me, by spending your money upon charitable objecte, by assisting one another, 
by tending the sick, by feeding the starving, and by sheltering the homeless, 
This, and not mere ritual pomp, is the service which I demand at your hands.” 
It is painful to have tu comment on the petty attempts which, for some time 
past, have been made, in certain quarters, to discredit these services, and dissuade 
the foreign Jews from attending them. If the agitation had been confined to 
scurrilous placards, it might have been treated with thé contempt it deserves and 
passed over in silence, but it is difficult to hold one’s peace when one hears of 
the pulpit of a minor synagogue being utilised for so unworthy a purpose. That 
the Assembiy Hall services are under the auspices of the United Synagogue 
should be sufficient to command at least freedom from opposition. The prejudice 
from which they have suffered is no doubt due in part to the dislike which 
is felt in certain quarters to Lord Rothschild’s East End Scheme. © But in reality 
there is no logical connection between them. The fact that on three days in the 
year 15,000 people can be attracted to a single place of worship in Mile End does

not-necessarily prove that the best thing that can be done for the Jews of Hast © 


London is to build a big synagogue within ten minutes’ walk of Duke’s Place. 
These services ure important enough to stand upon their own basis. The light in 
which they should be regarded is that of a great missionary effort to the Jews of 


East London, and an effort which has hitherto been attended with phenomenal 


success. They are annual Revivalist Services, the like of which has not been seen 
in the Jowish community in modern times. It is, moreover, a purely voluntary 
effort, and entails upon those who are responsible for it no end of sacrisice, such 


as could only be sustained by a spiritof burning zeal for the cause of Judaism. 


Surely such a movement should be hailed with svmpatby by all who are interested 
in the welfare of our foreign brethren.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


The interesting correspondence which has appeared in this paper concerning 
Rahel Levin, reveals two opposed views, each of which has numerous advocates. 
Dr. Heinrich Cohn would exclude from Jewish history all who have forsaken 
Judaism, Mr. Zangwill, on the other hand, seems to hold that the only Jews 
worthy of a place in history are those who have stepped outside their religious 
pale, I cannot help thinking that both views are wrong. In the eyes of Europe 
the real representative of Judaism in the Mendelssohn period was Moses 
Mendelssohn himself, and he was certainly as much a Jew as Charles Kingsley 
was a Chri-tian. It was not the Salon Jewesses who inspired Leasing to write 
“Nathan der Weise.” If one thing is certain, it is that the makers of modern 
Judaism and the justifiers of the ancient religion in the eyes of the world have 
been those who kept their feet more or less firmly fixed within the confines of 


the synagogue, 


But I am completely at one with Mr. Zangwill in repudiating the suggestion 
that men or women who forsake Judaism must thereafter be discarded from 


Jewish records, Jewish history claims, and has the right to claim, merit for 


every service rendered to the world by persons of Jewish race, provided those 
services are a direct result of that way of looking at life which may fairly be 
called Jewish. LIapply this test also to Jews who remain within the pale, for 
unless the distinction of such a Jew is the indisputable consequence of his 
Jewish descent and character, I should maintain that Jewish history has nothing 
to do with his distinction. Hence, I should claim Jesus, Spinoza, Heine and 
Karl Marx, though I should put in no plea for many Jews—whether they be so 
by conviction or merely by descent—who have risen to fame by means in which 
their Jewish or gin and inherited sympathies had no part. Though th’s may be 
a test difficult to apply, yet I have no doubt of its truth or applicability, 


Dr. J. H. Hollander, of Johns’ Hopkins University, is about to edit a 
collection of Ricardo’s lettera for the British Economic Association.

THE SITE OF OPHIR. 


 — 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


A new light has been thrown upon our guesses after the site of the district 
of Ophir, mentioned in the Scriptures as rich in gold, precious stones, ivory and 
birds of beautiful plumage. It has generally been supposed that it lay in india, 
and that it was from that part of the world the ships of King Solomon, as well 
as those of the King of Tyre brought these treasures which enriched their cities. 
No less an authority than Dr. Carl Peters has been persuaded by documen's 
which have recently come under his eyes that not India, but Africa, must be 
credited with the bountiful supply alluded to in the Bible. Dr. Peters has pul - 
lished the result of his research, which is based on a historical atlas recently 
discovered by him. It was priated at Amsterdam in the first decade of the 18tn 
century, and once more lends force to the adage that there is nothing new under 
the sun. Tbe information conveyed to ua by this atlas proves that its compiler 
was at that time in possession of much knowledge reapecting Africa, which we 
flatter ourselves to have been discovered at the latter half of the 19ch century, 
but which is nearly 200 years old.. We know that the Portuguese had flourishing 
colonies on the Congo and Zambesi rivers in the 17th century, and 


it ia now clear that they knew a great deal about the districts in 


which they had settled, else such maps as those now reprinted for us 
by Dr. Peters could never have been produced. How the knowledge came 
to be locked up so long is one of the strange freaks of history which we 


have paid dearly with money and loss of life spent in our latest African explora-— 
With the decline of the Portuguese power in the “dark continent,” their — 


geographical knowledge seems to have been buried and has now come to light 
again only to be shown up as correct in the light of modera explorations. The 
old Dutch Atlas divulges an early knowledge of the East and South-West coasts 


of Africa, of the courses of the rivera Congo and Zamb2si and other neighbouring © 


streams, of the dwarf tribas Akka and of the great forest in the North Western 
bend of the Congo. Moreover, this historical Atlas speaks of the great treaeures 
found in the Zambesi country—gold, jewels, and fine animals, and even goes so 
far as to indicate the sites of special gold mines. These are doubtless the ancient 
dominions of Mono-Mueni of Simbaoé, of which the ruins were receatly found. 
Dr. Peters is firmly of opinion that these ruins are of Phcenician and Sabaian 
origin, and that here also was situated the OpAir mentioned in the Old Testament.

On'the first day of the New Year festival the CHIEF RABBI preached on the 
true significance of the prayer for life, On Sabbath last he delivered discourses to 
overflowing ecngregations both in the morning and in the afternoon, on the text 
Malachi iii. v. o : “And I will come near to you to judgment ; and I will beaswift 
witness against the sorcerers, and against the adulterers, and against false swearers, 
and against those that oppress the hireling in his wages, the widow, and the father- 
less, and that turn aside the stranger from his sight, and fear not me,.saith the 
Lord of Hosts.” In language now aglow with fierce denunciation of the wrongdoer, 
and anon fraught with mournful pity for his victim, the preacher spoke of the 
crimivality of the employer in grinding down his workmen to the lowest wage,and 
oftimes using many a pretext and subterfuge t» withhold the payment cue to him, 
He deplored the litigation to which such disputes gave rise, apd used the most 
emphatic words and arguments at his command to emphasize the sanctity of en oath 


taken in a court of justice and the terrible nature of the crime of perjury. The 


“srgument was resumed in the afternoon in Hebrew and Yiddish, and, in addition to 


elucidating a Gifficult Halachic theme, the preacher explained and illustrated the 
following dicta: ‘ The whole world trembled when the Holy One proclaimed from 
Sinai the dread command ‘Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord thy God in 
vain,’ ‘Death and the Kippur bring forgiveness only to the repentant sinner,”’ 
“The Kippur atones for the sins between Gcd and man, but not the wrong com- 
mitted by a man tohis fellow.” ‘Unto him who says, I will tin and Kippur will 
atone, the day brings no atonement,” “Great is the power of sincere repentance, 
for it brings the sinner to the foot of the Heavenly throne,” | |

hatred and spirit of persecution have given an ample proof that the unity of Israel 
is something more than an empty idea, and that thousands of our brethren and 
sisters preferred death and starvation instead of freeiag themselves from all suffer- 
ings if they had given ear to the lure of the soul entrappers and only confessed & 
strange God with their lips, He concluded in expressing the hope that all civilised 
nations will vie one with another in offering suitable refuge for the unhappy 
emigrants instead of framing restrictive laws, and will extend to the unhappy ones 
the 10d of support instead of the pilgrim staff, in order to herald in the time of the 
great confederation of mankind, the pinnacle of all prophetic visions.

Supplications offered up in affliction and tribulation were at best 
tainted by selfishness, They brought no glory to God, The questicn where to pray 
required no solution, The continually increasing number of synagogues in ail parts 
of the world was sufficient proof that people in general coincided with the opinion 
of the sages “that prayer can nowhere be mre acceptable than when offered at the 


eynagogue, for the sanctuary was still the habitation of God.’’ How to pray has 


become of recent years a vital and difficult problem, Their forefathers disfigured 
the service, especially during the “awful days,” by excessive zeal and emotion, The 
gobs and moans of pious worshippers had often to be hushed by the exclamation “ it 
is well to be silentin prayer.” They in the present day were unfortunately drifting
